ANNUAL  REPORT 

FOR  THE  YEAR  ENDED  31st  DECEMBER,  1965 


To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  St.  Neots  Rural  District  Council. 
Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  the  honour  to  present  my  Annual  Report  on  the  Health  and 
Sanitary  conditions  of  the  District  for  the  year  1965. 

VITAL  STATISTICS. 

Population.  Some  160  persons  were  added  to  the  estimated  mid-year 
population,  bringing  the  figure  to  8,290 

Birth  Rate.  A  fractional  decrease  in  the  birth  rate  occurred  this  year 
as  compared  with  1964,  but  the  rate  still  stands  at  a  level  above  that  for 
England  and  Wales  as  a  whole. 

Death  Kate.  The  death  rate  continues  to  run  at  the  same  low  level  as 
it  did  last  year.  It  is  still  well  below  the  national  average  and  is  com¬ 
parable  to  the  rate  in  the  rural  districts  throughout  this  area. 

Just  over  one-third  of  the  deaths  occurred  in  persons  over  75  years  of 
age  and  exactly  two-thirds  in  persons  of  65  years  and  over.  One-fifth  of 
the  deaths  were  due  to  cancer  and  one  half  were  caused  by  disease  of 
the  cardio-vascular  system. 

Infant  Mortality.  A  pleasing  feature  to  note  is  that  there  was  no 
Infant  Deaths  in  the  district  during  the  year. 

Infectious  Disease.  In  1965  Notifiable  Infectious  Disease  ran  at  a 
fairly  average  level  as  compared  with  previous  years  and  no  serious  out¬ 
break  occurred  during  the  year.  Measles  accounted  for  85%  of  the 
notifications,  most  of  the  cases  occurring  during  the  first  quarter  of  the 
year,  where  the  condition  was  prevalent  all  over  the  County.  Three  cases 
of  suspected  food  poisoning  were  notified,  all  of  which  were  fully  in¬ 
vestigated  without  establishing  the  real  source  of  infection. 

SOCIAL  CONDITIONS. 

Policy  and  Administration.  The  employment  of  a  further  Public  Health 
Inspector,  Mr.  G.  D.  Oliphant,  which  was  desirable  and  necessary,  has 
helped  considerably  in  dealing  with  housing  conditions  and  new  develop¬ 
ments.  The  improvement  of  houses  under  the  Housing  Acts,  inspection 
of  offices  and  food  premises  and  the  follow  up  work  to  ensure  satisfactory 
drainage  at  properties  in  the  village  provided  with  sewer. 

Housing.  The  Council’s  housing  programme  continued  according  to 
plan  this  year  with  emphasis  again  being  placed  on  the  provision  of 
accommodation  for  the  older  section  of  the  population.  In  this  connec¬ 
tion  the  eight  new  flats  at  Southoe  were  completed  and  occupied  and 
work  commenced  on  a  similar  project  at  Buckden,  wnere  the  demand 
for  this  type  of  dwelling  is  considerable.  By  providing  dwellings  of  this 
nature  a  more  sensible  use  is  made  of  council  property  and  under  oc¬ 
cupancy  is  thereby  reduced  to  a  minimum. 
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The  Council’s  officers  have  paid  regular  attention  to  the  standard  of 
housing  within  the  district  and  improvements  are  being  made  to  the 
older  type  of  council  accommodation  to  incorporate  modern  standards, 
while  at  the  same  time  improvements  grant  schemes  are  made  available 
in  appropriate  cases  for  ihe  modernisation  of  private  property.  The 
closing  or  demolition  of  property  now  considered  to  be  unfit  for  human 
habitation  receives  continual  observation  and  gradually  the  district  is 
being  cleared  of  dwellings  which  have  reached  the  end  of  their  useful 
lives. 

Water  Supply.  The  supply  of  water  to  the  district  is  the  responsibility 
of  the  Nene  and  Ouse  Water  Board  and  this  authority  has,  generally 
speaking,  maintained  a  satisfactory  supply  throughout  the  year. 

After  the  introduction  of  the  Brampton  scheme  several  complaints  were 
received  of  suspended  matter  in  varying  quantities.  The  water  authority 
took  every  reasonable  step  to  overcome  the  difficulty  and  bacteriological 
screening  ensured  that  no  danger  to  public  health  was  present. 

Partial  softening  of  the  water  at  the  Brampton  intake  has  been  greatly 
appreciated  in  the  areas  supplied. 

The  supply  in  the  Kimbolton  and  Brington  areas  should  be  consider¬ 
ably  improved  when  the  booster  station  at  Brington  comes  into  operation 
and  a  further  improvement  in  Kimbolton  should  be  expected  when  the 
new  main  is  laid  in  Stonely  to  take  the  increased  pressure  from  the 
Staughton  Green  source.  Similar  Improvements  have  also  become  pos¬ 
sible  at  Little  Paxton,  the  Offords,  Great  Paxton,  Toseland,  Yelling,  as 
a  result  of  the  laying  of  the  new  trunk  main  from  Brampton  to  St.  Neots. 
Naturally,  occurring  fluoride  is  virtually  absent  in  the  water  in  this  area 
and  no  progress  has  been  made  by  the  Water  Board  to  implement  the 
recommendation  of  the  Ministry  of  Health  to  supply  drinking  water  con¬ 
taining  1  part  per  million  fluoride. 

Diddington  Reservoir,  now  called  Grafham  Water.  This  scheme  will 
be  officially  opened  by  H.R.H.  The  Duke  of  Edinburgh  on  6th  July,  1966. 
This  reservoir,  with  a  capacity  of  13,000  million  gallons,  will  provide 
water  for  Bedfordshire,  Hertfordshire,  Northamptonshire  and  the  County 
of  Huntingdon  and  Peterborough.  In  addition,  amenity  use  will  be 
made  of  the  reservoir,  as  the  Great  Ouse  Water  Authority  have  leased  to 
Grafham  Water  Sailing  Club  rights  to  sail  on  the  reservoir  which  has 
a  surface  area  of  2^  sq.  miles.  The  local  Education  Authorities  are  to 
provide  organised  sailing  courses  with  residential  accommodation  for 
school  children,  with  the  approval  of  the  EXepartment  of  Education  and 
Science. 

Recreational  areas  of  about  100  acres  have  also  been  provided  and 
car  parks  for  1,200  cars. 

Grafham  Water  has  also  been  stocked  with  brown  and  rainbow  trout 
and  the  fishery  is  administered  by  the  Authority. 

The  western  end  of  the  reservoir  is  a  Nature  Reserve  extending  over 
200  acres.  This  Authority  has  co-operated  with  the  Water  Authority  by 
providing  all  Sewerage  facilities  for  the  Board’s  buildings  and  toilet 
blocks  on  car  parks. 

Main  Drainage.  The  Council’s  policy  for  providing  a  main  drainage 
scheme  in  each  of  the  built  up  areas  has  continued  without  interruption. 

The  schemes  for  Offord  Darcy,  Offord  Quny  and  Perry  came  into 
of)eration  during  the  year  and  a  similar  project  for  Hail  Weston  was  ap)- 
proved  by  the  Ministry. 

Improvements  to  the  drainage  in  the  village  of  Diddington  also  re¬ 
ceived  Ministry  approval  and  plans  for  sewering  Yelling,  Toseland  and 
Great  Paxton  jointly.  Grafham  and  Abbotsley,  Great  Gransden  and 
Wareseley  joint  schemes  were  well  in  hand. 
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Refuse  Collection.  This  service  operated  satisfactorily  throughout  the 
year  despite  the  increasing  volume  of  refuse  to  be  dealt  with.  The 
Council  is  endeavouring  to  introduce  the  paper  sack  system  more  widely 
and  private  developers  are  being  encouraged  to  make  provision  for  this 
sort  of  collection  rather  than  by  the  traditional  dustbin. 

In  conclusion  I  should  like  to  express  my  thanks  to  Mr.  Fawcett  and 
all  other  members  of  the  Department’s  staff  for  the  assistance  they  have 
given  me  and  for  all  the  work  they  have  done  during  the  year.

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REPORT  OF  CHIEF  PUBLIC  HEALTH  INSPECTOR 
—  YEAR  ENDED  31st  DECEMBER,  1965 


WATER  SUPPLY. 

The  water  supply  to  the  area  has  been  generally  satisfactory  in  regard 
to  quality  and  quantity.  During  the  year  the  untreated  and  unchlorin¬ 
ated  public  supply  from  Staughton  Moor  in  .Great  Staughton  parish  has 
been  closed  down  and  treated  water  supplied  from  elsewhere.  There  has 
been  one  incident  of  the  discovery  of  water-borne  animal  life  in  a  sample 
taken  at  Little  Paxton.  This  is  believed  to  have  been  the  result  of  a 
heavy  well  re-charge  at  Diddington  prior  to  relief  from  the  new  supply 
from  the  Brampton  Treatment  Works.  Also  a  few  reports  of  discoloured 
water  were  received  and  the  probable  cause  was  the  stirring  up  of  sedi¬ 
ment  in  mains  following  the  reversal  of  flow  after  making  inter-connec¬ 
tions  between  the  new  trunk  main  and  the  Diddington  system.  All  these 
problems  have  now  been  overcome  by  flushing  out  the  mains  where  rep>orts 
of  discoloured  water  have  been  received. 

The  Diddington  pumping  station  has  been  closed  down  to  rest  the 
well  and  it  will  not  be  used  again  until  it  is  necessary  to  meet  rising 
consumption.  The  Brampton  water  is  much  better  than  the  gravel  water 
as  will  be  seen  from  the  clarity  bowls  in  the  laboratory  at  the  treatment 
works.  It  is  also  softened  so  that  hardness  is  reduced  from  about  300 
p.p.m.  to  between  120  and  150  p.p.m. 

The  quantities  of  water  supplied  to  each  district  are  given  below.  The 
proportion  of  these  totals  which  pass  through  the  meters  is  given  in 
brackets.  The  Staughton  Moor  source  was  closed  during  October.

As  regards  improvements,  the  Brington  Booster  was  put  into  operation 
on  the  16th  January,  1966,  and  it  enables  a  greater  quantity  of  water  to 
be  supplied  to  the  Klmbolton  area.  Likewise  the  new  booster  at  Staugh¬ 
ton  Green  also  enables  water  ito  be  boosted  into  the  Kimbolton  area, 
but  it  is  not  being  used  at  present  since  the  main  in  Stonely  cannot 
withstand  the  higher  pressure.  This  main  will  be  renewed  very  soon. 

Good  progress  is  being  maintained  on  the  construction  of  the  water 
tower  at  New  Diggings,  Great  Gransden.  Work  will  be  completed  before 
the  Summer.  The  booster  at  Potton  Road  is  working  successfully  and 
supplies  about  half  the  demand  in  the  Gransden  Area,  until  the  com¬ 
pletion  of  the  Tower,  when  the  bulk  supply  from  the  Cambridge  Water 
Company  will  no  longer  be  required. 

Work  has  been  deferred  on  the  Toseland  Reservoir  in  order  to  reduce 
capital  expenditure.  This  is  not  serious  in  view  of  the  higher  pressures 
and  inter-connections  with  the  new  trunk  main  to  St.  Neots  which  will 
give  a  direct  supply  to  the  Little  Paxton  district,  and  it  is  now  giving 
improved  supplies  to  the  Oflfords,  Great  Paxton,  Toseland  and  Yelling. 

There  is  little  change  in  the  number  of  persons  receiving  a  water  supply 
or  supplied  by  standpipe.  The  Table  later  in  the  report  gives  figures. 

On  a  recent  chemical  analysis  the  fluoride  content  of  the  water  from 
Brampton  was  0.023  parts  per  100,000. 

I  thank  the  Engineer  to  the  Nene  and  Ouse  Water  Board  for  much  of 
the  above  information. 

BACTERIOLOGICAL  EXAMINATIONS  OF  TREATED  WATER. 

The  Council’s  Officers  obtained  bacteriological  water  samples  as  follows. 

Buckden  Scheme,  9  satisfactory  samples,  1  unsatisfactory  sample. 
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Great  Staughton  Scheme,  7  satisfactory  samples,  1  unsatisfactory  sample. 

Abbotsley  Scheme,  7  satisfactory  sample,  1  unsatisfactory  sample. 

Kimbolton  Scheme,  8  satisfactory  samples. 

Making  a  total  of  31  satisfactory  and  3  unsatisfactory  samples  during 
the  year.  The  unsatisfactory  samples  were  notified  immediately  to  the 
Board  and  repeat  samples  taken  in  each  case  and  found  to  be  satis¬ 
factory. 

CHEMICAL  ANALYSIS. 

1  sample  was  taken  during  the  year.  (This  sample  was  satisfactory 
except  for  the  animal  life  as  I'eferred  to  previously). 

ANNUAL  RAINFALL  at  .Great  Gransden  Hall,  23.45  inches.  Rain 
fell  on  177  days.  The  total  rainfall  is  about  average,  but  the  number  of 
days  on  which  rain  fell  is  well  above  average.  I  wish  to  thank  E.  W.  R. 
Bolden,  Esq.,  for  this  information. 

PRIVATE  WELLS. 

Wells  cleansed  and  repaired  nil.  Wells  closed  as  polluted  nil.  Private 
bacteriological  samples  taken  1  satisfactory. 

SWIMMING  POOLS. 

There  are  five  private  permanent  swimming  pools  in  the  area  and  it 
appears  that  they  have  been  maintained  in  a  satisfactory  condition. 

During  the  swimming  season  two  satisfactory  bacteriological  samples 
were  taken  from  Kimbolton  School  swimming  pool,  two  from  Offord 
School  swimming  pool,  and  two  from  Great  Gransden  swimming  pool. 
Copies  of  the  reports  were  forwarded  to  the  County  Medical  Officer  of 
Health. 

DIDDINGTON  RESERVOIR  SCHEME. 

At  the  end  of  1965  this  huge  project  was  nearing  completion  and  plans 
were  being  made  for  the  Official  Opening  of  the  reservoir,  now  scheduled 
for  July,  1966.  In  my  opinion  the  reservoir  filled  at  a  very  satisfactory 
rate.  All  properties  affected  by  the  scheme  have  now  been  demolished 
and  much  work  is  being  carried  out  with  regard  to  the  landscaping  and 
protection  of  the  amenities  of  the  surrounding  areas. 

A  new  Sailing  Club  and  a  Fishing  Lodge  were  planned  and  work  had 
been  commenced  during  the  year.  Also  an  Educational  Training  Centre 
was  proposed  and  this  should  be  commenced  during  1966. 

The  Planning  Authority  and  the  Rural  District  Council  are  having 
consultations  with  adjacent  landowners  with  a  view  to  the  possible  de¬ 
velopment  of  the  village  of  Perry  to  form  a  suitable  Headquarters  for  the 
recreational  activities  proposed  in  connection  with  the  reservoir. 

A  report  has  been  presented  to  the  Minister  upon  the  possibility  of 
another  reservoir  at  Abbotsley,  but  no  decision  has  yet  been  taken  as 
to  whether  or  not  this  reservoir  will  be  constructed.  The  same  report 
suggested  increasing  the  throughput  of  water  at  Diddington  reservoir  by 
means  of  a  tunnel  from  the  River  Ouse  at  Brownshill  Staunch  back  to 
the  reservoir  Intake  Works  at  Offord. 

SEWERS  AND  SEWAGE  DISPOSAL. 

The  sewers  and  pumping  stations  serving  the  parishes  of  Offord  Darcy, 
Offord  Cluny  and  Perry  and  the  Mill  Road  area  of  Buckden  are  now  in 
operation.  This  means  that  eight  of  the  twenty-three  parishes  have  now 
been  sewered.  The  parishes  having  sewers  being  Kimbolton,  Great 
Staughton,  Buckden,  Little  Paxton,  Southoe,  Offord  Darcy,  Offord  Cluny 
and  Perry. 

The  scheme  for  Hail  Weston  was  approved  after  a  local  inquiry  by 
the  Ministry  and  tenders  were  invited  for  this  work,  which  should  com¬ 
mence  early  in  1966.  The  scheme  involves  the  laying  of  sewers  in  the 
parish,  construction  of  a  pumping  station  and  the  construction  of  a  dis- 
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posal  works  for  the  whole  of  the  parish.  Permission  was  also  obtained 
from  the  Ministry  to  put  in  new  foul  sewers  in  the  parish  of  Diddington 
with  the  pumping  station  discharging  to  the  Buckden  Works.  Most  of 
Diddington  is  owned  by  one  estate,  who  were  anxious  to  carry  out  im¬ 
provements  to  the  whole  of  their  properties  stage  by  stage  and  it  seems 
pointless  to  provide  a  large  number  of  septic  tanks  or  cesspools  for  this 
purpose,  bearing  in  mind  that  Diddington  is  due  to  be  sewered  in  about 
two  or  three  years’  time.  It  was,  therefore,  pleasing  to  receive  Ministry 
consent  for  this  scheme  to  proceed  as  part  of  the  contract  for  Hail 
Weston  village. 

The  Consulting  Engineers  are  pressing  on  with  their  plans  for  the 
sewering  of  Yelling,  Toseland  and  Great  Paxton  jointly,  Grafham,  and 
as  far  as  possible,  for  the  Abbotsley,  Great  Gransden  and  Waresley  joint 
scheme.  It  is  hoped  to  obtain  Ministry  permission  during  1966  for  the 
scheme  covering  Yelling,  Toseland  and  Great  Paxton. 

All  these  schemes  are  part  of  the  Council’s  five-year  programme  for 
sewers  and  sewage  disposal  which,  when  completed,  will  no  doubt  be

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followed  by  a  similar  programme  to  complete  the  sewering  of  the  whole 
of  the  built  up  areas. 

No  trade  effluents  are  received  into  Council’s  foul  sewers  apart  from  a 
small  discharge  from  a  Slaughterhouse  at  Kimbolton. 

The  follow  up  work  in  connection  with  the  provision  of  W.C.’s,  and  if 
possible,  bathrooms  in  the  parishes  of  Offord  Darcy,  Offord  Quny  and 
Perry  continued  during  1965,  and  the  Council  decided  to  cease  nightsoil 
collection  on  30th  September,  1966,  at  Perry,  and  the  31st  December, 
1966,  in  the  Offords.  It  is  hoped  that  all  conversions  will  then  have  been 
completed  in  these  parishes.  Ail  properties  on  the  lines  of  the  sewers 
are  connected  up  by  my  Council  as  far  as  existing  foul  drainage  is 
concerned. 

Close  contact  is  still  maintained  with  the  Pollution  Officer  of  the  Great 
Ouse  River  Authority.  The  housing  site  works  at  Offord  Cluny  has  now 
been  dismantled  following  the  installation  of  main  drainage.  During  the 
year  an  unsatisfactory  sample  was  taken  from  the  Sewage  Works  serving 
the  Hail  Weston  housing  site  and  this  works  which  is  in  poor  condition 
will  soon  be  superseded  by  the  main  drainage  system.  A  similar  un¬ 
satisfactory  sample  of  sewerage  effluent  was  obtained  from  the  housing 
site  works  at  Great  Paxton  and  it  is  thought  that  this  works  is  overloaded. 
Here  again  it  will  be  superseded  by  the  proposed  village  scheme.  Regular 
attention  is,  of  course,  given  to  all  these  temporary  plants  by  the  (5)un- 
cil’s  workmen  to  produce  the  best  possible  results.  A  sample  taken  from 
the  Kimbolton/Great  Staughton  Sewage  Works  was  satisfactory. 

Two  piped  sewers  received  attention  during  the  year  and  15  minor 
repairs  were  carried  out  to  sewage  works.  56  private  cesspools,  383 
Council  cesspools  or  sewage  tanks  were  cleansed  during  the  year. 

PUBLIC  CLEANSING. 

The  service  outlined  in  the  report  for  1964  continued  to  operate  during 
the  year,  although  difficulty  m  obtaining  suitable  labour  was  still  ex¬ 
perienced. 

Following  boundary  alterations,  the  part  of  Tetworth  still  left  in  the 
County  was  included  in  the  refuse  collection  rotas  for  the  area. 

The  paper  sack  system  of  refuse  collecting  is  now  being  gradually 
brought  into  use  as  a  trial  system  using  Free  Standing  Fully  Protected 
paper  sack  holders.  A  number  of  large  private  housing  development 
schemes  are  now  taking  place  and  arrangements  have  been  made  for 
sale  by  the  Council  to  the  developers  of  the  paper  sack  holders  instead 
of  the  developers  providing  dustbins.  The  Council,  of  course,  being 
responsible  for  the  supply  of  paper  sacks.  It  is  hoped  that  by  this  means 
to  have  in  use  a  steadily  increasing  number  of  paper  sack  holders.  If 
the  scheme  is  successful  the  Council  will  then  consider  extending  the 
idea  to  existing  houses. 

The  average  cost  of  dealing  with  each  dustbin  and/or  pail  is  ap¬ 
proximately  l/3d. 

LITTER. 

The  Council  continued  to  assist  the  litter  campaign  by  providing  litter 
baskets  wherever  a  Parish  Council  desired  them.  Arrangements  have  also 
been  made  with  the  Highway  Authority  for  the  regular  clearing  of  litter 
bins  on  lay-bys  on  trunk  roads.  The  cost  of  this  work  being  defrayed 
by  the  Highway  Authority.  I  think  that  this  area  is  fortunate  in  having 
no  serious  problems  with  litter. 

PETROLEUM  STORAGE  LICENCES. 

64  Licences  were  issued  for  1965. 

MOVEABLE  DWELLINGS. 

One  caravan  site  licence  covering  one  further  caravan  was  issued  dur¬ 
ing  1965  under  the  Caravan  Sites  and  Control  of  Development  Act,  1960. 
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48  visits  were  made  to  moveable  dwelling  sites  during  the  year  and 
generally  speaking  conditions  were  found  to  be  satisfactory,  but  a  de¬ 
tailed  check  up  on  all  licence  conditions  is  necessary. 

COUNCIL  HOUSE  MAINTENANCE. 

1,945  inspections  were  carried  out  and  725  orders  were  issued  for  re¬ 
pairs.  All  repairs  have  been  carried  out  by  private  builders  and  con¬ 
tractors.  During  the  year  bathroom  and  W.C.  improvement  scheme  were 
in  progress  at  13  houses  in  Offord  Cluny  and  Offord  Darcy.  The  Council 
authorised  preparation  of  plans  for  modernising  14  houses  in  Hail 
Weston. 

As  a  general  policy  the  Council  are  now  gradually  improving  the 
electric  wiring  installations  in  all  the  older  type  Council  houses  up  to 
a  modem  standard.  Also  paths  are  being  provided  at  older  houses 
which  were  built  without  them. 

NEW  BUILDINGS. 

320  plans  of  new  buildings  or  alterations  were  deposited  and  1,212 
visits  were  made  to  inspect  the  works  in  progress.  The  number  of  plans 
deposited  has  increased  and  the  number  of  visits  made  has  increased. 

MILK  DAIRIES. 

No  action  has  been  found  necessary  during  the  year.  The  prime 
responsibility  for  the  enforcement  of  these  Laws  rest  with  the  County 
Council.

FOOD  INSPECTIONS,  INCLUDING  SLAUGHTERHOUSES. 

67  inspections  of  food  premises  were  made.  30  ton  1  cwt.  39  lbs.  food¬ 
stuffs  were  condemned  as  unfit  for  human  consumption.  Two  samples 
of  ice  cream  were  submitted  for  bacteriological  examination  and  these 
were  reported  as  Grade  1.  66  visits  were  made  to  the  slaughterhouse  for 
the  purpose  of  meat  inspection.  The  licences  of  four  slaughtermen  were 
renewed  as  from  the  1st  October,  1965.  All  slaughtering  is  confined  to 
the  Kimbolton  slaughterhouse. 

During  the  year  1  premises  was  registered  under  the  Food  and  Drug 
Act,  1955,  for  the  sale  of  ice-cream,  or  the  manufacture  of  sausages, 
cooked  meat,  etc.  There  is  now  a  total  of  52  such  premises  on  the 
Council’s  register.

One  licence  has  been  issued  covering  a  boarding  establishment  for  cats. 

STREET  NUMBERING  AND  NAMEPLATES. 

Progress  was  made  during  the  year  upon  the  erection  of  street  name¬ 
plates.  The  whole  of  the  district  will  have  street  nameplates  erected  be¬ 
fore  31st  March,  1966. 

NEW  HOUSING. 

8  new  flats  were  completed  in  Southoe  during  1965.  At  the  end  of 
the  year  the  Council  therefore  owned  528  houses  plus  20  prefabricated 
bungalows. 

The  site  works  at  Buckden  were  completed  during  the  year  and  ten¬ 
ders  were  obtained  for  the  erection  of  eight  flats  and  four  bungalows  on 
this  site.  The  work  was  in  progress  during  1965.  12  further  garages 

were  erected  at  Offord  Cluny. 

The  five  year  housing  programme  decided  upon  by  the  Council  is, 
therefore,  progressing  as  planned.  The  demand  remaining  about  the  same 
with  building  being  concentrated  on  smaller  type  houses  to  release  larger 
typ>e  houses  for  families. 

Negotiations  were  commenced  for  further  housing  sites  in  Great 
Gransden,  Catworth  and  Offord  Darcy  for  the  1966  Building  Programme. 

59  new  private  enterprise  houses  were  completed  during  the  year. 

COMMON  LODGING  HOUSES. 

There  are  no  common  lodging  houses  in  the  Council’s  area. 

HOUSING  INSPECTIONS. 

15  standard  or  discretionary  improvement  grant  schemes  were  com¬ 
pleted  during  1965,  making  a  total  of  295  houses  upon  which  grants  have 
been  paid  since  the  dates  of  the  Acts.  Many  other  schemes  have  been 
approved  and  are  in  progress. 

Further  progress  has  been  made  in  dealing  with  unfit  houses,  either 
formally  or  informally,  under  the  Housing  Acts  or  Public  Health  Acts. 
The  number  of  houses  demolished  has  also  been  satisfactory  and  gener- 
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ally  speaking  the  Council’s  method  of  dealing  with  the  housing  prob¬ 
lems  is  eminently  suitable  for  a  Rural  area  like  this. 

Two  houses  in  Southoc  were  demolished  by  the  Council  after  the 
usual  statutory  procedure,  as  the  owner  could  not  be  traced. 

A  number  of  war-time  hutments  on  Staughton  Moor  airfield  have  been 
occupied  chiefly  by  American  Service  personnel  for  a  number  of  years. 
These  have  been  gradually  vacated  until  only  one  hutment  remains  oc¬ 
cupied  and  negotiations  were  commenced  with  the  owners  of  the  site  to 
prevent  any  further  human  habitation.  The  necessary  undertaking  was 
given  to  the  Council  by  the  owner. 

HOUSING  APPLICATIONS. 

The  annual  revision  of  the  housing  waiting  list  shows  that  there  are  a 
total  of  106  applicants.  17  of  these  have  no  separate  home  (newlyweds, 
rooms,  caravans,  etc.).  89  were  in  separate  houses.  In  addition,  there  are 
a  number  of  Council  house  tenants  on  the  transfer  list,  requiring  smaller 
accommodation.  The  Council’s  building  programmes  will  take  care  of 
the  homeless  families  and  for  those  people  living  in  condemned  houses 
where  they  have  not  yet  applied  for  a  Council  house.
